Nountaln laurel is one of the most 
b^autfful of evergreen shrubs. It

Commonly found in the shade of 
the forest, it also beautifies rocky 
Hilltops and scrub oak areas. The 
shink dark green foliage adds rich 
contrast to the pale greens of the 
summer woods, and gives warmth 
to the winter landscapes 
Height Of Glory 
In June the laurel rises to the 
height of its glory when It is cov­ 
ered with great clusters of pink 
flowers, creating a rose-like glow to 
whole woodlands. 
Laurel blossom 
time marks the opening of the tour­ 
ist season, when the annual tide of 
travel toward tile open spaces be­ 
gins the time when speckled trout 
are jumping in the rippling brooks 
and the lengthening days are pleas­ 
ant in the early summer sunshine. 
The beauty of mountain laurel, 
combined with its utility, cause it to 
be much sought after, and a plea 
is made to outdoor travelers to re­ 
frain from vandalism, to 
which 
laurel in common with other beau­ 
tiful plants, is subject. It repsonds 
readily to cultivation, and is con­ 
stantly receiving greater attention 
from nursery growers 
It is a prized 
ornamental for the beautification of 
the home grounds. 
Laurel, 
like rhododendron 
and 
other heath plants, requires an acid 
soil 
For this reason most lawn 
and city soils lequire special treat­ 
ment if lam el is to thrive there. It 
is a common disappointment to 
persons who take laurel bushes from 
tneir natural woodland haunts for 
transplanting at home, to find them 
die after the first year. Commercial 
fertilizers containing aluminous sul­ 
phate are recommended.

Staley said, is the fact that John 
Bartram, famous American gardener 
and botanist of Colonial times, and 
apparently the first to cultivate 


i turn in Philadelphia, now over IOO 
years old, is much visited. Bartram 
sent laurel plants to England early 
in the eighteenth century, nearly 
twenty years before Linnaeus gave 
it the botanical name Kalmia These 
plants were collected from areas 
now included in the Michaux state 
forest in the South mountains 
The wood of laurel is valued for 
the manufacture of imitation briar 
pipes, and w hen it reaches sufficient 
size, for rustic work. 
In Pennsyl­ 
vania the shrub commonly reaches 
a height of seven to ten feet

are records of plants 83 years old. 
as shown by counts of the annual 
rings, and specimens six inches in 
diameter and thirty feet tall
